found to apply Aill more flrongly to the fifth. 

In the union of perfpicuity and brevity, of accuracy and 
elegance, confiRs the peculiar recommendation of this Die* * 
tionary, in the compiling of which, recourfe has been had 
to moft modern works of a fimilar nature, and care haa 
been taken to avoid their defefls, and to introduce fuch 
improvements, as the nature of the work would admit* 

The Editor has made no great addition to the number 
of the words, by reafon that he would not give fanftionto 
fuch as had nothing but their novelty to recommend thems ' 
and which, from their impropriety, muft fpeedily be re« 
je&ed. Johnfoh has complained, or rather remonftiatedt 
with juft indignation, agaioft fudi exotics as find a place ia 
modern productions, by the tranflations of thofe who are 
deficient in the knowledge of our own language. Indeed, 
the injury is by no means inconfiderable which -Su&Ah

Thb invention of new words is more frequently to be 
attributed to ignorance, than to knowledge ; and it is to 
this ignoraQce* that we are indebted for the great number 
of GalicxfmSy ScoticifmSf &c* which pervade the works of 
too many writers of eminence. In haily tranflatlons^ and 
fom^ periodical publications! words will doubtlefs occur^ 
which are not to be found in this, nor, I hope;, in any: 
other DiAionary. It would be wrong to give a fan£iion 
to ignorance. To fuch exotic words, however, as have 
defervcdly become familiar, I have given admifllon, efpe- 
cially thofe which have the recommendation of exprefiive 
brevity, as canaille^ ckefbeo^ &c, &e. To the lift of fuch 
words, a fmall number is added in the prefent edition. 
If a fingle word, confiding with the genius of the language, 
can be adopted, by which an idea maybe exprcfled without 
having recourfe to feveral words, it is furely the moft ad« 
vifeable to admit it into the vocabulary ; but this fhould 
by no means give authority for the introduction of fuch aa 
are ufed byTr^flators, who, unacquainted with the extent 
of the Engliih^ give us phrafes heterogeneoufly compound* 
cd of two languages, without the purity of either. 

In this article, however, I have not been too faflidious. 
All the words which have Johnfon's authority will be 
found here, with feveral which have been fiimiliarized to 
us fmce be publiihed s together with the addition of the 
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namcf of the various religious fe£U| &c. &e« which he hf ft 

totally omitted. 

I uAVB aifo made ibme addition to JohnCoa's ftock of 
-words, by admitting a few which occur in fueh of ouv 
early writers as are generally read. It would, perhaps, be 
cxpe&ed to find words which, though deemed obroiete^ 
'occur in Shakfpeare, an author umverfally perufedf and who 
has many words which are now very uncommon. To the 
terms of art which occur in modern poetry,. I have alfo 
given a place. 

If I have thus added to Johnfon> <i. have afTo rejadted- 
what appeared to me unnecelTary in a work like this, but 
which it was right ihould have a place in. his : I mean a 
irariety of ufelefs compounds : as broad'fiMrd s gnmndrfioor 9 
harn-door^ &c. &c. This has contributed fomcthing to the 
redu&ion of the iiae of the book^ without any injury to its 
utility. • 

In the prefent edilion it will be found that I have been 
more copious in the explanation of the words; and, if I 
have in any degree cfFtdtcd my own intention, the expla^ 
nations .are confiderably improved ; though I have in ge« 
neral, confined tBem to a fingle line, dtfttnguiflhing the va- 
rious iigniiications by femicolons. This has been attended 
with much care and labour, and will not, I am perfuaded» 
admit of much future improvements. 

I HAVE rarely ventured to vary. from Johnfon in ortbo* 
graph y, except in thofe inftances where I found him df* 
viatin^from his own rules* He juftly obfervcs, that in the 
orthography, attention (hould be had to the derivation* 
and to give the preference to the ancient rather than the

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modern languages. Thus Silva, Latin, and Sylvimy French^ 
the proper mode of fpelling with usy who ought to prefer 
the Latin to the lYench authority, would be Sihan : in thefe 
things, however, Johnfon i» not uniform ; I have ncvet- 
thelefs prefervcd uniformity in thir particular ; thougli 1 
have been equally regardlefs of it in another, which I wifh 
were entirely fixed » and it is with refpe<^ to the k finaU 
Johnfon balbeen careful to preferve it as a mark of Saxon 
original, as in the word rijk, which he has fo fpelledy 
though it is derived from the French rifque ; but he has ia 
many cafcs*omitted it. He has been fomewhat more tcna- 
cious of the letter u ; but in this again he is far from being 
uniform* In this refpedl: I have endeavoured to aToid the 
unneceilary circumlocution of pedantry^ and the affc6led 
brevity of petty refinement: thus the u has been retained 
in the words favour, hommr^ labour, &c. and rejedled in the 
words autJior^ inferwr^ fuptrior^ &€• In cafes fo unfettledf 
and where lecourfe could be had only to the judgment of 
the compiler, I have generally adopted the mode as ufed ia 
common, or by the be(k writers* 

In a living language pronunciation will perpetually vary; 
and this arifes partly from a^edation^ and partly from ig« 
norance. There is at this time a ridiculous partiality for 
throwing the accent as backward as pofllble, which has the 
tSt& of totally deftroying the figntficant found of the 
word : thus, among various others, the word dirog'atory is 
accented ^r^^^o/ory; referUorys ref^ertory ; than which no* 
thing can be more inconfiftent with the idiom 6f the Ian* 
guage« In the article of accenting, I h^ve, therefore, ge« 

acniUy followed Jpknfon^ except ia the mode^of marking

tht accenttwhicbf inflead of being placed over the yowel at 

io vo^wei, is put in the termination of the fyllabic ; voa/eL 

Of the typographical excellence and neatnefs it ia unne« 
eeflary to fpeak } they cannot but prefent themfelves to the 
eye of IndifFerence itfclfj but I mufl not be totally filcnt on 
the fubje<^ of accuracy : the work baa beeniuperintendcd 
with fuch diligent care and attention, to all the minutiae, 
that 1 may prefent it as completely free from defeft aa i( 
ia poflible for unwearied afliduity to attain. 

Its lizc renders it particularly convenient for the pocketg^ 
and it ia perhaps the onlyDi6lionaryof the EngliOi Language 
which can properly come under the denomination of e 
Pocket Dictiona&y ; Thiai added to ita extreme neat 
aefs, muft render it peculiarly acceptable to female read^ 
ers, who may confult it without a poiUbility of o£fcnce to 
delicacy, every improper word being rejeded. 

The alphabetical account of the Hxathin DaiTris, 
fuperadded for the ailiilance of the memory in reading the 
claffics, has again received confitderable additions and im^ 
provements; as has alTo the lill of the Cities, Towns, Bo« 
iDUghSi and remarkable Villagea in England and Wales. 

Finally, that- the prefent volume may combine every - 
circumftance of utility with convenience, a comprehenfive* 
View of ENcifisit Gkamuaa ia now prefixed. We have 
chofcn the title of Comprchenfive, becaufc it will be found 
that nothing is omitted which ia at all necelTary to the pro*- 
grefs of the fludent in his knowledge of the £ng1ifli lan« 
guage^ and that the fcientitic refearches of our moil excel* 
lent grammariana have been brought forward with per- 
fpicttity and effci^t At the fame time^ in aUcxtion of our

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proper claims we may vindicatCy in a confiderable degree^ 
tlie praife of originality : for in the ikctch which is hcr^ 
exhibited much of the form is new and entirely our own. 
Some peculiarities are pointed out which cannot elfewhere 
he ibimd, and the fyftem of the "Whole is rendered familiar 
without being trite, and folid without being obfcure. 

Whin it is confidered that in fo fmall a compa£B» it 
comprifed fo complete a work ; that it will be fgiind to 
anfwer the general purpofes of more voluminous produc« 
«tiotts; and that it w unequalled in refpeft to typographical 
beauty : I truft, that the intention of the work will be pro* 
fnly oonfidored, and that it will be confulted with the 
oandonr ivk to every thing in which it is not pofliblc tQ 
attain abfolute perfeftion*

eilimation in the minds of men, and is advancing rapidly to-

* rc£L The Public are mnch too fagaoiout to eftimate the in* 
Irinfic- value and real excellence of that which is prefented to 
their view, by its apparent niqrnitade« Certain it is that the 
largeft volumes are not always found the moft conducive to the 
true ol^eAs of fcieucc, or moft fatisfaftory to the reader. It 
is the boaft of the chemift that his art can condenfe into a very 
narrow compafs the virtues and peculiar properties of nume- 
rous and bulky ingredients : and it is intended in this comprc- 
henfive Iketch to convey to the reader the fubftancc of that 
information, which othervkrife he would have to colleft with 
difficulty from the labours of various authors. It has been ohm 
jefted to fome of ourwriters on philologicalfubje<fts, that their 
works arc too fcientific, to others that they are too j>rolix« 
Some have been defective in arrangementi others have wanted 
perfpicufty. If this (hort introdnOion ihali be found not only 
to be free from theie objedions, •hiat at the ikme time to inw 
part all that is requifite to produce a correal judgment and ftyle 
m EtOgliOi compofition, complaint will ney^r be made that it 
has not been expanded to a greater number of pacres.

The regular formation of the plural from the fmgular is by 
adding sorest as clcck^ docks ^ box^ boxes.

Nouns in moO: languages have difftTcnt terminations, form- 
ing what are called c^yt;* ; but Englifh Nouns have only one 
change of this kind, which may be called the Genitive or Pof- 
feHive cafe, thus man forms man's; and even this may be cx^ 
pre fled by the prepofition ofy as of a man. 

Nouns have alio tnrcc genders, Malculine. Feminine, and 
Neuter; which in Kngiifh are diftinguifhcd in the fimpleft 
rranner. All Nouns denotmg males are majcxdine^ ail thofc de- 
noting females are feminine^ all others are contidered as neuter,^ 
that is neither mafculiae nor feminine* 

, Pronoun* 

A Pronoun is fubflitutcd for a noun, to prevent its too fre- 
quent repetition. Pronouns, like nouns, are fubjc6l to the ac- 
cidents of number, cafe, and gender. Thrv are alfo dilUn- 
guilhcd into perfons. * 1 and tee are called the firft pe< fon, fin- 

Jularand plural; thou, and^^ or you are the fccond periun; he^ 
\e^ it and they arc the third : and all Nouns wiiatever arc alfo 
confidcicd as of the third perfon* Pronouns have a complete 
change of form^ which may be confidered as a Cafe. Thus I 
after a verb or a prepofition^ becomes me; thouy thee; he^ him i 
we, us ; ye, you; they, them. .

Adjective. 

Adje&ives 'are joined to noutiSi to cxprefs fome quality or 
moperty not included in the name itfelf. As good, learned^ 
peautifuly applied to man, inform us that the perfon fpoken of 
pofleiTes thof& qualities. 

- Adjcffcives in the Englifli languagei are not (ubjed to any 
mvi ation from gender^ number, or cafe. Their only accident 
ii that of comparifon. 

The comparifon of Adjefitves ezprefles the increafe of the 

quality defcribcd. Properly fpeaking there are only two de* 
grees of compaTilon, the Comparative and Superlativey though the 
Adjc6live uncomparcd, is ufually faid to be in the Pojitive de- 
gree. The comparative and fuperlative degrees regularly end 
in er and ejl, and are formed by adding thofc fyllables refpec- 
tively to Adjcil:ives terminating in a confonant ; or by adding 
r and Jl to fuch as end in e. The adverbs more and mojl arc 
frequently employed as fubftitutes for thefe forms of compa- 
rifoA; and many Adje6lives are only fo compared. This 
happens, for the mod part, to fuch Adjei6lives a< are of two 
and more fyllables, 

A few Adjedkivcs are compared very irregularly^ as g9(d^ 
better^ bcfi; mtuA^ mort^moji; or mavy^ morcy mojl.

Verb* 

The Verb exprcflcs the exiftence, adion, or paflion of the 
noun. 

There is only one Verb to exprcfs mere exiftence, which is 
fometimes termed the Verb fubftantive; to he. This, with two 
others, /(? and to have, are ufed in the formation of all other 
Verbs ; and thefe are called auxiliary or helping Verbs. 

Verbs in Englifli aie of three kinds, A6live, PaJJive^ and Netlm 
tcr. The Vc»b oElivCi which is alfo called tranJUive, denotes 
the a6lion of the noun upon fome other obje£):, John digs the 
ground. The Verb paJJivi denotes that which is fuftered by the 
noun, as tbfi paper is tern. The Verb neuter^ which alfo is called 
hUranJjiive^ expreifes the afiion or coadition of Ae nooa wilh* 
in itielfi as ^ mn mlhSi or Jlceps. 
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The Verb is fubje6l to the accidents ot Number ^Fer/on^ Tctifi^ 

and Mcocf. 

The Numbers aie two, as in the nouns, &c. fingular^ixA pluraL 

The Perfons arc three for each number, as in the pronounS| 
ex* Sing, I. J read, i. thoureadeji^ he readdh or reads , Piur.

Other minute fubdiviiions and diftinAions of time are form^ 
cd by the aHiflance of auxiliaxy verbs and participles, as J m 
lovtngy I was loving, &c. 

Mood or mode is the manner in which the verb cxprefTes the 
a£bion of the noun. There are four moods : the indicative, which 
declares; the m/;^r^2 to, which commands; the fuhjunclive, or 
conditional mode; and tne ifjfimtive which, properly Ipeaking, 
expreifes no diflm^l mode, but as itsnatuc implies, is infinite 
or undetermined. 

We now come to the conjugation or declining of the Verbs, 
and (hall place firil the auxiliary or helping Verbs, becaufe^ 
by means of thofe all other Verbs are conjugated. 

The principal auxiliary verbs are to have and to be^ the fcheme 
of which, as formed into tenfes and moods,* may be thus re- 
prefented.

We (hould far exceed 0«r necelTary limits, if we undertook

Bifhop Lowth, 
in particular, has given complete tables of them, and Dr.John- 
fon has alio noticed them much at large in the Grammar pre* 
£xed to bis Didionary. 

Central Obfcrvations on the Verbs. 

It is wortky of obfervation that the auxiliary \erbs them- 
fclves are formed, in part, bv the aid of other auxiliaries, tho 
origin of ^which cannot ettfily be traced. Thus may forms the 
Frefent Subjunftive; 177/^/2^; the I mpeifeA; woufd^ amidt and 
Jkoutddixe alfo ufcd occafionally,to form a^kind of SubjunAive« 

The ufage of zu0tiU and^m is often confounded, by petfons. 
not entirely (killed in the Englilh Language* The fame may 
be obferved of Jhall and will. Thus we meet with writers whp 
fay, ** If fuch a thing were done I would be angry If it 
jains I loill be wet;*' mft( ad of ** I fliould be angry,*' and •« I 
piall be wet." The reafon why thcfc words are fimilarly con- 
founded, fecms to arife from their origin ; would is made from

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Jhalkd. Satlsfaftory rcafons may be given for the di'ftinftions 
properly made in the application of thefe words, but as they 
might appear too a bllrufe for a work of this nature, we (hldl 
content ourfelves with giving the following practical rules.

In giving theconjugations of the verbs we have fpccified the 
participles prefent and part. It is proper here to fay, that 
many grammarians, and perhaps all thofc of earlier times, 
make a participle a feparate part of fpeech. It has undoubted- 
ly fome properties in common with the adjeflivc, but it is fo 
much more allied to the verb, as it exprellcs time and adlion, 
and is aftually formed from it, by a rtight change of termina- 
iioo, that wc have thought it bell to follow Lowth and other 
mpdc^rn Grammarians, who make it a part of the verb. Tho 
Participle Prefent always ends inzngi the Participle Paft re^ 
gularly eods in ed^ but with feveiai citcep^ioo8|fome of whicii^ 
have bcea already remarked.

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Paeposition, 

A Prepofition is fo called bccaufe ft muft be prefixed to 
fomc other word. Its ufe is to mark certain relations or ten- 
dencies of words with refpcft to each other. Ex. ofy to, from^ 
by^ with: king of England," give lomCi" ** go Jrom home^" 
•* walk with him.** 

Thefe Prepoiitions in Engliih fopply the place of thefe 
changes of nouns, which in other languages are called cafeii 
and where words ^dmit of any fuch change, the Pr^polscions 
govern or demand them in that altered form, as happens in 
the pronouns. Thus J, becomes mc after cfj tOi «ttfM,^e. « 

BeQdes thefe, there are many other Prepofkions wfafcb aU 
have fimilar properties. ' * 

In the ancient languages Prcpofitions were frequently i^fed 
in forming compounded wonis; many of thefe have h«efl 
adopted for the fame purpofe in the E(\g]\^ lang-uage, which 
hasalfo fotnc peculiarly its own : thus of up and tJi^^ are form- 
^ cd uphold, outgo^ &c. Many particles arc alfo ufcd in this 
manner, which are never employed in a feparate form ; as, 
&c. Many are alfo adopted from the ancient lan- 
guages, for this purpofe alone.

IV, S«NTENC£S^ 

A Sentence is a regular combiaation of words^ fo placed as 
to exprefs a certain meaninji;. 
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Syntax, 

Is the art of properfy combining words into fenteneei. The 
friiictpal part 6f Svntax is concord ; whicli confifts in making 
urorda agree together. That which is done in other languaget 
hy change of cafe is performed in £ngliih by the placing or ar* 
rangement of the words < Thus an aftive verb (lands beiweea 
two notinsy or a pronoun and a noun^ the former of which 
agrees with it in number and pcrfon, but the latter has no 
agreement, as he fights his adverfarics.** But pronouns, 
which have a change of cafe, mud be put in the oblique cafe 
after an a^Vive verb, as ** he conquered wf," <« (he loved him.** 

From thcfe iniiances, and in conformity with the pra£lice 
of the ancif nt languages, it is ufual to call the noun or pro- 
noun precrdtng the verbf its nominative cafi, and that which foU 
lous, its accujativt cajt*

Noilna expreffing number or multitude) may be joined

The adjcdive is regularly placed immediately before the 
fubftantive to which it belongs. — To this rule there are fomo 
exceptions, as for inftancc in the adjcdlives all.fuch, many^ 
which require the article to be placed between the adjedivc 
and the fubftantive. Ex. ** all the world," fuch a man,'* 

many a flower." But with plural nouns the adje6li vc (Ui ia 
nfcd in both ways^ as, all men,** or ail the men." 

Adjc£livc8 are placed apart from their fubftantive^ after the 
verb toht^ as, the man ia ^od/' tbe men are ftrong/' 

Lach^ every ^ and eiM^r, are joined Only to fin gular nouns* 

The infifvitivls moodol a verb ia often ufed as a fubftantive, 
and forma the nominative cafe to another vcrbf to walli; 
sa folutary,** to read is iaftniaive*" ' 
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In our own as well as other languages there arc many pecu* 
Jidritics and rclinements of phrafe and fvntax, which, in a con- 
cifc aud elementary tieatife, cannot poITibly be euumeratcd* 
i^ttcntion to the nature of the general rules will lead, by ^Q* 
grees, to obfervation and comprehcnfion of the exceptions* 

The more fully to afcertain the connc6li(>n of fentences to 
f ach other, aad their relatioa in point of fyntax, the art of 
pundkuatioh has been contrived; which prevents the reader 
f rppi |9aaking f^lfe coiiib|iiaaiona» or fjilfiB paufea in ihe na^ 
nagement of his voice. 

Punctuation. 

The points or marks that are chiefly nfed in the regular dt« 
vifion of fcDtences, aie thele four t cpmna^ femicolon, Go1on» 
and period', or full ilop. 

The comma fuhdividesa fentence into its fmalleft conftnie* 
tive partsi and requires » flrort paufe of the wice ; ex« ^ yet 
inch is the courfe of naturei that whoever lives longi mnftont* 
live thofe whom be loves and hoqonrs.'* 

The femicolon forms a fuller diviGon, and requires a longer 
paufe; ex. Nothing is more evident than that the decays of 
age muft terminate in death ; yet theie is no mani fays TuUy^ 
•who does not believe that he may live another year,** 

The colon is ufed when that which precedes it is complete ; 
but is followed by fomething which is illuftrative; ex. In 
misfortunes we often miftake dejeftion for conftancy : we bear 
them without daring to look on them ; as cowards fuiFer them* 
, felves to be killed without refidance." The connective, at, in 
the latter divifion^ makes a femicolon more proper than a 
colon before it* 

" The period formi a complete paufe^ and denotes that the 
lienfe is altogether finilhed^ and independent of what follows; 
ex. Some follies are like contagious diftempers* Old fbola 
ar^ more foolifli than young ones/* 

It has been found a convenient rule in praAice, to dtreA 
that at a eomma.the reader Hiould pauTe while he couoti oni^ 
at a femicolon while he comus two i at a cobn three; and at 
a full flop, four.

A caret (a) is placed where feme word is left out in writing 
and put over it. Tbia is alfo called a circumflex, when placed 
over fome vc»wela of a word ; to -denote a long fyllable ? as 
Euphr'fttes. 

An hyphen (-1 » ufed in jomlng the fyllablea of words and 
compound words together; as well-educated* 

An accent (0 when placed over a vowel, denotes that the 
tone oi ilrefs of the voice is upon that fyllable s as, command^ 
refer. 

A breve ( o ) is a crooked mark over a vowel, and denotes 
that it (bould be fcunded quick ; as, lob, fir. A horizontal 
droke, like a hyphen, is now generally ulcd to denote the long 
found ; as, robe, fxre. 

Diarefis (••) coiifiAs of two points placed over one of the two 
vowels that would otheiwifc make a diphthong, and parta 
them into two fyllables ; as, creator, coadjutor. 

ParcntbefiSi thus, () ferve to iUuilrate a fcntence, and may 
be left out, yet the fenfc remain perfe61: : as, this boy (in other 
Te^pefis very good] Is extremely dull at his learning. 

A parazraph, marked thus, (f| is placed at the beginning of 
a new dilcourfe or fubje£l^ and denotes what is contained ia 
a fentence or period. 

A quotation is marked by inverted commas, thus, and 
ligntiies that the words fe marked are tranfcribed from the 
writings of another. • 

A crotchet, marked thus, [] inclofe Ihort fentences or re- 
ferences, that have no connedtion with the fubjc6l treated of. 

An index, which is thus marked ((pf J ferves to point out 
fomcthing remaikable. 

A feflion, thus (§) is the divifion of a difcouifc or chapter 
into leffer parts or portions. 

An afterifm (*), an obclifk (+), and parallel, (||) with letters 
of the alphabet, figures, &c« refer to notes in the margin, or at 
the bottom of the page* 

Such are the general outlines of our Grammar; but to make 
his knowledge of the language elegant, as well as corrc6b, the 
iVudcnt (houldpay fonealtc'nUon to Accent, Quantityi imd 
Veriification. 
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Accent in Eoglilh is only a fpectes of empbafis. When one 
fyllable in a word is diftinguifhed by a ftrefsf or empbafis^ 
above the reft, it is faid to be accented* * * ^ 

Every Englifli word of more than one fyllable, has a fixed 
and appropriate accent; to mifplace which is to offend againft 
the propriety of fpecch# no iefs than to pronounce the letters 
' falfely. The accentuation of Engiifh words may be brought 
under a few general rules; though a. great many exceptions 
ivlll undoubtedly remain. 
The rules are thefe. 

1. Nouns of two fyllables, whether Subflantives or AdjeO 
tivest have their accents regularly upon the firft fyllable* 

2. Verbs of two fyllables are accented regularly upon the 
laft fyllable. 

3* Participles of two fyllables from Verbs of only one> are 
accented like Noons : otherwife they uke the accent of their 
Verb. 

* 4. Adverbs, Prepofitions, &c. of two fyllables are regularly 
* nccented on the laft. 

5. Words lengthened by derivation or conjugation, keep 
the accent on the fame letters that were accented before. 

6. Words o? three fyllables, take the accent on thcfirft. 

7. Words of more fyllables than three, are accented regu* 
larly on the lafi fyllable but twO| called by Grammarians the 
antepenultima. ^ 

Thefe rules may be confidered as giving a complete view of 
the regular genius of the language with rcfpedl to Accent* 
The exceptions will be found either under the feparate words 
in the DiAionary, or in books that treat exprefsly and at large 
, upon the fubjeft**

It may be oblcrved that fome provincial fpeakcrs, as the 
Scotch in general, err more in this refpc6l tlian in any other, 
prf>nouncii«g vowels long where they fhould he ihort, and the 
contiaiy. Thus, for^iaiify, they fay gratity ; for elegant, 
cleg ni't for poUible, poUiblci and on the other hand, for take^ 
tak, i or note, not, Ac. ^ 

Versification. 

The ftrufture of Englifh verfe is very fimple ; it depends 
upon the number of fyllables, and the management of the ac« 
cent. It is generally written with rhyme, in every meafure ! 
except the heroic verfe of ten fyllables, which, when written 
without rhyme, is called Blank Verfe. The moft ufual difpo* 
fuion of the rhymes is in couplets, or pairs of verfcs, immedi« 
atelv following each other ; or alternate, the firft line rhym- 
ing to the third, and the fecond to the fourth. Many other. 1 
difpofitions of rhymes may be found in Lyric Poetry, fomc ' 
forming a certain number of vcrfes into llanzas, and others " 
placed 11 r^cularlyi but it is not cafy to enumerate ail thefe , 
varittics. I 

Two fyllables are aUvays accounted a foot, fo that, in fpeak- ' 
ing of verfes, whether we fay verfes o(,eight fyUables^ or four 
fct t, is ind liferent.

Thefe are, the verfe of feven fyllables^ having the accent on the 
odd fyllables, ,

Milton's Pcnferofo. 
Which are oFten mingled indifcrimtaately in the fame poem 
with the verfes of eight fyllables ; accented on the CYCQ fyU 
lables, as in the lines immediately following;

Some llill removed place will fit. 
This mcafure of eight fyllables, unmixed with the former, 
is in very common uie for fables and other fhort familiar 
poems. 

As a ballad mcafurc, the verfes of eight fyllables, with al* 
Cemate rhymes, are not uncommon, as. 

The merchant, to fecure his treafure, 

Conveys it in. a borrow'd name ; 
Euphelia ferves to grace my meafure^ 
But Chloe is her real name. 
Where obferve that the laft fyllable in the double rhyme^ trta* 
Jure and mtajurt% is not reckoned as any thing. Staneas of al« 
ternate meafure, of eight fyllableaand fix^ are alfo very common. 
* "The heroic meafure of five feet is moft ufed in ferious fub- 
je6ls, and has its accents regularly on the even fyllables, as the 
fecond, fourth, &c. This written either in couplets, as: 
To v^^ake the foul by tender ilrokcs of art, ' 
To roufe the genius, and to mend the heart. PoP£«

It is 
chiefly employed in ludicrous compofitions^ but has occaAon* 
ally been well employed m pathetic fubjefts; thus:*

Here the rhymes are alternate^ but in the Bath Guide^ 6cc» they 
are in couplets. 

With refpeft to the pacing of the accent in all thefe kinds 
of verfe there are exceptions to the ftrift rule, which giv^e 
beauty and variety to the numbers, and thcfc are moil em- 
ployed in blank verfe, which, for that realon requires a nicer 
ear and greater ikill to conftrud it happily, than any other 
meafure. Thefe exceptions muft be learnt by attention to the 
pra£lice of our befl poets. 

This view of £ngli(h Grammar^ though (hort^ will probabi/ 
be found to comprehend all the principal peculiarities of the 
language; and Co be fufficient to facilitate the progrefs of the 
ftndent, to a certain limit. They who wiih afterwards to be 
more fully informed of the refinements and more difficult parts 
of Englifli writing, the licences of poetry, the ornaments of 
rhetoric, and other curious points, will of coutfe apply them- 
fcives to theperufai of larger and more elaborate works.

Acgx on^ a monfirous giant, who had an 
150 arms. Juno, Pallas, and Neptune 
having refolved to put Jupiter in chains 
at the time of the war of the gods,Thetis 
brought over Aegxun to the fide of Ju> 
piter I upon which account, he pardon- 
ed all that he had befbre committed.

CoreTus, a prieft of Bacchus. 
Cori'floa, the beautit\il miftreft of Orld. 
Cori'nth, n noted and confiderable city of 
Achaia. It became fo populous and 
vcajUh/sthat tlxs Aomaiu srcw jealoua 
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of thfrir greatnefs; wlierstipoitht|te«t 

the city, in which were many curious 
ftatues of diffrreot furts of metal, whence 
1 laoft coriouB mixed metal proceeded^ 
in higher cfteem than (ilver among the 
Romans, and waacaUedCorinthiao brsii* 
Corr/ois, a beautlftil nymph, daughter of 
FhlegiaS) called likewife ArAnoe. She 
was beloved by Apollo j but being too 
familiar with Ifchls, ihe fon cf Elatus 
of Theflaly, Apollo flew her, and took 
the infant out cf her womb» whicli 'wai 
called Aefculapius. 
Corti'na, the (kin of the ferpent Python i 
\v i t h whi c h P> thonilTa covered the inpoda 
Co'rus, one of the principal wanda* 
Coryba'ntes, were the priefta of Cybele* 
Cra'ieuc, the fon of Minos and Pafiphae, 
who was told, that he (bould be kili^O by 
one of hia children. Althemenee know* 
ing the misfortune wherewith his father 
was threatened, killed one of his Gfters, 
who had been ravifhed by Mercury ; 
married the reft to foreign princes, and 
became a voluntary exile himfelf. Cra- 
teus could not live wichouc his fou, and 
therefore fitted out a feet to go in fearck 
of him. He landed In the ille of Rhodes, 
where his fon was. The inhabitanta took 
vp arma to oppofe Crateits, beUevins him 
to be an enemy; and Althmcncs let fly 
an arrow at Crateua, by which he died* 
Creon, the fon of Menimue and brother of 
Jccafla. Oedipus having killcdliis fathrr 
Laius, unawares, Cteoa, who was very 
fagacious, caufed himfelf to be pro* 
claimed king of Thebes. In hia reign, 
the people were annoyed by the monfler 
i^phinX) who deftroycd all that could nog 
expound her riddle $ whereupon Creon 
declared, that whoever could give the in- 
terpretation, ihnuld have Jocaflaf hia 
fitter, towlf^, and be Aipreme governor 
of the kingdom. Ofdipus explained it fo 
trueiy, that the Sphinx caft herfelf down 
a precipice, and killed herfelf. Afkor 
this, he married Jocal^a, and was ad- 
vanced to th e throne ^ bu t com i n g to know 
that he had married his own mother, ho 
went voluntarily into bani(hmtnt» nod 
left the kingdom to bis two fons. 
Crete, a famous ifland, feaied between 
Kkoder and Veioponneflte, now callwi 
Candy. It once contained xOO cities. 
Crc'lheus, fon of Aeolua, father of Aeftui» 
and king of jolcoa* Hit wifli Pemodlceni 
falfely accufed Fhryxus of having at* 
tempied her honour, which Cretheus be* 
lieved, and would have put himto death} 
but he fled with hit fifter Helle. 
Cre'thon, fon of Diocles> who, going to 
the fiege of Tro/t with hit fayrotW Or*
